Colonists on the Isle of Pines Refuse 


< to Recognize Cuban Au- 


thority. 


Havana, Jan. 21.—Tho Americans 


residing In the Isle of Pines deny tho 
gonoral assumption of the Cuban gov- 
ernment that tho United States has 
no special Interest In the island, and 
It is not, likely to Insist on 
the 


evoutiml ownership of It. 


Recently the A merlcan residents 


of tho island unitedly notified 
the 


alcalde of tho Isle of Pines and tho 
Cuban government of thejr Intent&Ii 
to resist, by force If necessary, 
tho 


collection of taxes or any assumption" 
of authority over the island by 
tho 


Cuban government. 
Tho taxes aro 


now fulling due, and every American 
has pledged himself not to pay them. 
Tho American situation Is founded 
in the section of the Plntt amend- 
ment which expressly omits the Isle 
of Pines from the boundaries of Cuba 
and leaves the title to it for future 
adjustment by treaty. 


Three hundred Americans, 
have, 


since the war, taken up their resi- 
dence In the Isle of Pines, and 
It 


Is estimated that COO Americans have 
Interests In tho islands. 
Their do- 


slro that tho Island remain American 
Is not purely sentimental, since, they 
claim ns a Cuban possession. It would 
receive no more than 20 per cent tar- 
iff preference, while as a territory 
of the United States tho 
islanders 


hopo for freer trade with America. 


The government, while ncknowledg 


Ing the matter of'the ownership ol

As .a nilc commlslson liouscs basa 


their vftws of advice on 
existing 


conditions, or tho routine news, and 
as ihey believe the market will go 
during the Immediate future, rather 
than on what may be In store probab- 
ly will develop In course of a row 
weeks or months. 
The only excep- 


tion to this Is the different periods 
of the year approaching the respec- 
tive crop scare seasons. 
This sort 


of advice Is. generaly speaking, tlio 
best to give and tnlse for those who 
arc merely scalping the market or 
trying to guess the dally fluctuations, 
but every speculator 'has a decided 
leaning to one side or the other. The 
professionals, are usually bears, but 
professionals, are usually beasr, but 
the majority of the general public, 
known as the outside trade, are by 
force of habit or nature Invariably 
bulls, and It Is difficult Indeed, to 
educate them to sell stuff short at 
any time or at any price, even though 
at times a decline appears almost 
certain. 
The question has 
been 


asked me many times of lato why 
I swerved from tho bull side of wheat 
three weeks ago when the price was 
over 77c, and afterwards declined to 
73 3-le. 
In a general way I will ans- 


wer that—In my weekly market let- 
ter reports especially—it Is always 
my mirpose to read a market ahead 
weeks, or sometimes months, rather 
than from day to day. I. e.. the Inevi- 
table instead of tho Immediate. 
I 


fully realize that dally developments 
—heavy pulling or selling by certain 
Interests, reported sales for export, 
or routine news In 
, general—may 


temporarily 
effect 
values. 
The 


question that Is paramount, however. 
In: 
"What Is the outlook for prlc- 


• CB a month or two hence?" 


Some months ago when the price 


of wheat was hovering around C8c. 
It was very hard to find a bull, and 
a price as high as 75c seemed absurd, 
but at that time I was most vehem- 
ent In predicting S9c or higher, and 
I fully believe It would sell there. 
Conditions prevailing at that 
time 


and Indicated warranted that much 
advance and more, but within 
the 
past month there has been a decid- 
ed change In the sltuatlon.and though 
1 know bear predictions are not pop- 
ular, I will venture to say that unless 
there Is a wonderful and almost com- 
plete change In the situation from 


• what Is now Indicated In thirty or 
sixty days, present prices for wheat 
may then look high. 
I will give 


you my reasons for this beilef.com- 
paring the situation with a year ago 
and only a few months back 
you 


can Judge for yourself. 


First—An Argentine* surplus 
of 


50,000,000 
bu. compared with less 


than 
20.000,000 bu. exported from 


there last year. 
Records will show 
that In every year when Argentina 
had a large surplus It exerted a de- 
pressing 
jnlltience on values here, 


often completely reversing the course 
of the market. 
The movement from 


Argentina has not yet set In for the 
reason that their harvest was delay- 
ed several weeks by Inclement wea- 
ther, but the wheat is there and will 
be moved, and private advices 
are 
that offerings are liberal for Febru- 
nry and March shipment, at prices 
considerably below what our wheat 
costs us laid down in LJverpoool. 


Cecond—On September 27th last 


our visible supply was only 24.84L'.000 


bu; now, however, it Is 50,116,000 bu. 
and still Increasing in spito of tho 
heavy exports to date. 
In Minne- 


apolis there is now over 1-1,000,000 bu 
of wheat against only 3,000,000 bu. 
the Urst week In Novem.ier. 
\Ve 
arc told tbo flour demand is tho lar- 
gest ever experienced, but tho stock 
of wheat there continues to increase. 
Possibly the- maximum of the visible 
supply has been reached, but with 
Argentina a heavy competitor, our 
exports may be extremely light dur- 
ing the next eight months. 


Third—Speculation olio year 
ago 


at this time beginning with Octo- 
ber. 11)01, was wild, and owing to tho 
wave of bull enthusiasm, the price 
of May wheat, 1001', was carried on 
sentiment as much as anything else 
to SS^lc. 
The advance culminated 


the ilrst week in January l!)02. and 
from then on tho market steadily de- 
clined 
notwithstanding 
the visible 


decreased heavily each week, beginn- 
ing with tho flrst week In February, 
and at tho end of the 
crop 
year 


supplies everywhere were almost bed 
rock. 
This year, however, specu- 


lation Is noticeable by its absence, 
except among the professionals, and 
everyone in tho trade 
knows that 


without general speculation a ma- 
terial advance is out of the question, 
unless, of course, tho legitimate sit- 
nation Is so strong or we arc threat- 
ened with such a severe scarcity or 
supplies that higher prices 
must 


come naturally. 
This, however.does 


not appear to be the case now, or 
January wheat would not bo offered 
at about -lc under May, or 
almost 


full carrying charges. 
The 
bulls 


say there will be a famine before an- 
other crop Is harvested. 
Possible, 


but not probable. 


Fourth—Last September tho Gov- 


ernment estimate of tho 1902 crop of 
•wheat. Winter and Spring, was for a 
total of 023,000.000 bu. but the llnal 
report published on Dec. .'list made 
it 070,484,470 bu. The largo primary 
receipts to 
date—185,088,000 
bu. 


compared with 170,058,000 bu. dur- 
ing the same time tho previous year 
and 149.041,000 bu. two years ago— 
confirms tho Increased estimate of 
tho crop raised and while the Spring 
wheat srop may be marketed closer 
than usual, there is, I believe, still 
a largo amount of winter wheat re- 
maining in farmers hands which will 
come out If tho present prospect for 
tho growing srop Is not impaired con- 
siderably. 


Fifth—The acreage of tho growing 


crop of Winter wheat ns given by 
the December government report. Is 
34.000.000 acres, with the condition 
89.7 and indicates a crop of 500,000.- 
000 bu of Winter wheat, or 
fully 


150,000,000 bu larger than was ever 
raised. 
' This will In duo tlmo have 


Its effect. Tho crop, generally speak- 
ing. Is well protected by snow, and 
there Is nothing at this writing to 
warrant anyone predicting it will not 
be harvested. 
Granting there will 


bo some of It. 
winter-killed 
and 


plowed up in tho spring, the total loss 
In bushels could bo 25 per cent, and 
there will be still left at tho harvest 
the largest crop ever raised. 
Final 


returns never showed a loss equal 
to that amount. 


Sixth—True, strong interests are 


operating on the bull side of wheat 
ami may bo able to bring about same 
further advance, but every bushel they 
buy tney will have to sell again, and 


the history of speculation In grain 
of all kinds shows that no man or any 
one Interest can make the market go 
permanently In either direction con- 
trary to Its natural course. 
It Is 


especially hard to cause and maintain 
an advance. 
One may buy what may 


seem enough to control the market, 
but without conditions are peculiar- 
ly right, the old law of supply and 
demand will rule In the end and make 
tho price. 
It Is the unknown quan- 


tity which must be taken that always 
breaks the backs of the bulls. 


Seventh—If the present or a high- 


er price for wheat Is maintained un- 
til March, the comparison from tlion 
on will show a higher level this year 
than prevailed after that time last 
year. On March 31, 1002. May wheat 
sold down to 70>£c, and from then 
on ranged most of the time between 
70c and 75c. and tho later active fu- 
tures all sold below 70c, September 
wheat declining to r,7 l-8c, reaching 
that price on August llth, notwith- 
standing, ns I Raid before, our visi- 
ble was decreasing heavily and other 
exporting countries had much small- 
er crops, consequently were not our 
competitors on as largo a scale as 
they will bo this year. 


With tho above combination 
of 


bear news before us it will, I believe, 
be a hard mater to cause much or a 
permanent advance 
from 
present 


prices. 
A few months from now. 


unless the unexpected happens, tho 
situation will be apparent to all, and 
It may be as hard then to find a bull 
as it Is now to find a bear, and I daro 
say as hard to find a bull as it was 
last August. 
Two weeks ago when 


tho market was declining all 
the 


news was bearish, at least no atten- 
tion was paid to bul news; now ev- 
erything that can bo construed that 
was 
IH eagerly accepted and made 


much of. and bear talk Is decidedly 
unpopular. 
It is positively ridiculed, 


but the situation has not changed a 
particle. 
When the probable bear 


features enumerated above became a 
renluy, everybody In tho trade will 
bo commenting on them, but seeing 
this probable condition of affairs In 
advance, I cannot consistently advise 
my customers to buy wheat at this 
time and at prevailing prices. 
I ful- 


ly realize, however, tho Armour con- 
cern has such complete control of 
tho market at present, an- so many 
aro trying to follow tho leader that 
It may bo an easy matter now to 
force further advance In May wheat, 
but they will be'froo Hellers, and this 
advance will culminate when least 
expected. As the outsiders have Wen 
very apathetic up to now, I do not 
think they can bo Induced to come In 
on this or on any further advance 
and take the load off their hands. 
Selling May wheat short may not bo 
safe, but if 'July wheat Is advanced 
to over 75c In sympathy with the 
May It ought to prove a good sale 
from there up. 


Tho spread between May corn and 


May oats narrowed from 9 3-8c a 
bushel a week ago to about 8c per 
bushel this week. 
I believe It will 


be less than Gc per bushel before 
delivery day, and still think It advis- 
able to fjell May corn on every bulge 
and buy May oats on every 'weak 
spot, or make both transactions at 
tho same time. 
This straddle seems 


reasonably safe. Yours very truly.

Republicans Join With Democratic 


Minority to Pass the Measure at the 
Present 
Session—Hard 
Nut 
far 


Statesmen to Crack. 


Washington, Jan. 21.—The statehood 


1)111. with an alliance between the Dem- 
ocrats and a minority of the Republic- 
ans behind It, threatens to bring the 
Senate to a standstill In legislation. 
There are sixteen Republican senators 
and thirty-three Democrats and Inde- 
pendents who have formed a compact 
to pass the omnibus statehood bill and 
to allow no other business to be taken 
up by the Senate after the morning 
liour, until thcro Is a vote on that bill. 


To Force Vote. 


The sixteen Republicans who have 


entered Into this compact with the 
Democrats are Senators Quay and 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, Forakcr of 
Ohio, Galllngcr of New Hampshire, 
Elklns and Scott of West Virginia, 
Burrows of Michigan, liurton of Kan- 
sas, Hansbrough and McCumber of 
North Dakota, Mlllard of Nebraska. 
Mason of Illinois, Jones and Stewart 
of Nevada. Perkins of California, and 
Simon of Oregon. They met at tho 
home of Senator Quay and agreed to 
force a vote on the statehood bill and 
prevent other legislation 
until that 


vote is secured. With the solid vote 
of tho Democrats, they have a major- 
ity of the Senate, and If they can hold 
their lines they can pass the bill. 


Puzzle for Statesmen. 


The steering committee Is gravely 


considering the Issue before It. The 
Senate managers are put to their wits' 
ends to find n way to prevent the pas- 
sage of the statehood bill without sac- 
rificing the Cuban 'treaty and anti- 
trust legislation. 
The appropriation 


bills may be helped by the deadlock 
on the statehood bill. 


Senator Cullom called up the legis- 


lative appropriation bill In the morn- 
Ing hour, and it was passed without 
objection. 
This bill usually requires 


several days' consideration In the Sen- 
ate, but so anxious were both sides 
to avoid a clash between the statehood 
bl!i and appropriations that the clerks 
read the 150 pages with & hop-sklp- 
and-a-jump. going through the mere 
form of rending the Items In one of 
the largest and most Important ap- 
propriation bills, so that It was passed 
In an hour. 


Ready to Proceed. 


The Senate then took up the regu- 


lar order nt 2 o'clock the statehood 
bill, and Senator Quay announced that 
tho friends of that bill were ready to 
vote. They would Indulge In no more 
debate, and they would ask for an 
agreement to vote on Jan. 24 or Jan. 
31, Feb. 7 or Feb. 12. 


Senator Qua;.* did not threaten to 


prevent other legislation, but his fol- 
lowers have agreed to that program. 
They deny that they are employing 
obstructive methods. They arc ready 
to vote and their bill Is the regular 
order before tne Senate. 


They propose to keep the bill where 


it Is until the opposition Is ready to 
vote, and If there Is no agreement by 
Feb. 12. they will Insist on the Senate 
remaining In continuous session after 
that date until the vote Is taken. 


Situation Is Serious. 


The Cuban treaty cannot be taken 


up without n majority vote to go into 
executive session. 
Senator 
Cullom 


did not ask for an executive session, 
but asked the steering committee to 
take hold of the situation nnd map out 
a program. 


It Is the most serious situation the 


Senate has faced this session. 
The 


supporters of the statehood till are 
acting within their rights. The sen- 
ators who oppose the statehood bill 
are now clearly 
In 
the 
minority, 


though they arc the majority of the 
Republicans and responsible for the 
conduct of legislative business. 


> It looks ns though only a Republic- 
an caucus would straighten out the 
tangle, but some of the leader* are In 
Javor of meeting the test of strength, 
on a motion to go Into executive ses- 
sion to consider the Cuban treaty and 
let the minority Republicans defeat 
that motion If they will. 


ANTI-TRUST AMENDMENT. 


Legislation to De Enacted as Rider to 


New Bureau Dili. 


Washington. Jan. 21.—On Thursday 


the department of commerce and labor 
will be considered by the senate com- 
mittee on commerce, and 't may be 
amended to embody tho trtibt legisla- 
tion of this sctslon. The Republican 
leaders-, confident of controlling debate 
in the house, know that !n the t-enute 
r.n anti-trust bill at> a separate meas- 
ure will be thoroughly debated. 


The Democrats are expected to at- 


tempt to make political capital by em- 
I'ha^izlng that the large financial Inter- 
ests, including tire Industrial organiza- 
tions nnd the railroads, wore consult- 
ed In the preparation of tlte Republi- 
can measure. The Democrats will use 
the approval given the trust bill by 
the capitalists and trusts as evidence 
that it Is harmless and will not accom- 
plish its purpose. 


Experienced leaders nro therefore 


working to have added as an amend- 
ment to the section creating a bureau 
of lorporatlons in the department of 
commerce and tabor tho trust legisla- 
tion it Is desired to enact at this ses- 
sion. 
In this way they hofle to re- 


strict debate in the senate and houso 
and facilitate the passage of tho meas- 
ure.

Names—Usage Defined 


While holding that a man cannot 


have a technical trade mark In his 
own name or acquire exclusive pro- 
perty right In It as against others of 
the same name, on the other hand, 
every man must so use his name so 
as not to Injure another nor produce 
confusion. 
By so ruling the court 


affirms the order enjoining Chirker- 
ing UroH., of Chicago,- from 
using 


their name on pianos without equal- 
ly prominent display of a notice that 
Uielr concern'has no connection with 
Chlckcrlng & Sons of Boston. (Chick- 
orlng vs. ChlcKerlng, United States 
Court of Appeals, Sixth Circuit.)

VIOLATE INJUNCTION 


Boot and 
Shoe Cutters Engage In 


Battle With Police, Knocking

Lynn, Mass.. Jan. 21. — Although a
